Pressure of other business is given 


as the reason for Mr. Aumen's res- 
ignation. 
The local secretary is 


treasurer of the Pennsylvania State 
Firemen's association, secretary of 
the local order of Eagles and is 
closely affiliated with the local and 
county firemen's organizations. 


Rumors have been current for 


several months that Mr. Aumen, 
Who has retained the secretarial 
post for several years, would re- 
sign. Various and sundry reasons 
were given for his proposed action, 
but previously the chamber secre- 
tary refused to comment. 


This morning Mr. Aumen admit- 


ted that he is going to resign. He 
plans to have his books balanced, 
complete miscellaneous detail work 
in connection with the office and 
present his resignation to Dr. J. 
McCrea Dickson, 
president, when 


the latter returns from the west. 


Speculation was brisk this morn- 


ing in business circles concerning 
the future of the Gettysburg Cham- 
ber of Commerce. It was pointed 
out by some business men that the 
chamber should continue, although 
there has been a general lack of 
interest m the civic body for more 
than a year. 


The organization lias been forced 


to handle its many affairs. Includ- 
ing tourist inquiries, on limited 
funds, many of the members who 
hare subscribed 
to membership 


felling to remit their dues. 


One business man said that Mr. 


Aumen made an honest and sincere 
effort for many months to keep the 
oiganization active and intact, but 
that repeated efforts to encourage 
membership and instill a wider and 
warmer interest in the civic body 
have been in vain. 


"Gettysburg must have a chamber 


of commerce," one local merchant 
said after he learned that the local 
office might be closed and Mr. Au- 
men would resign. 


"Gettysburg is a natural and a 


national attraction for tourists. The 
tourist traffic is increasing and I am 
aware of the fact that all inquiries 
for various and sundry information 
are directed to the chamber of com- 
merce. 
This correspondence is a 


great deal larger than the outsider 
imagines. 
It requires time and 


money to finance such an organiza- 
tion which is of vital importance to 
the community. I hope that Gettys- 
burg merchants will come to the fore 
and revive the chamber for the 
common good of all." 


It was also learned this morning 


that the supply of Gettysburg fold- 
ers requested in great numbers each 
week, is exhausted and that there 
isn't any available literature to send 
to the prospective tourist about his- 
toric Gettysburg. 


The exact date of Mr. Aumen's 


resignation is not known.

OREGON STAMPS 


Postmaster C. A. Williams 


Announces Sale to Com- 


memorate Territory. 


Ten thousand Oregon territory 


commemorative postage stamps of 
the three-cent variety have been 
placed on sale in the Gettysburg 
postofflce, Postmaster C. A. Williams 
announced today. 


The new scamp is the same size 


as the special-delivery stamp, ar- 
ranged horizontally. It is enclosed 
in a double line border and is print- 
ed in purple. Within the horizon- 
tal panel with a dark background 
along the upper edge of the stamp is 
the wording "1836 Oregon territory 
1936" in white Roman lettering. 


The central design is a map of 


the old Oregon territory comprising 
the present states of Idaho, Oregon 
and 
Washington, 
together 
with 


parts of Montana and Wyoming. 
Marked on the map are the five 
places, one in each state, selected for 
historical reasons to have the first 
day sale.. There also is shown an 
outline of the old Oregon trail. 


In the vertical space between the 


ends of the rectangular panel con- 
taining the central design and the 
outer edge of the stamp, there is, at 
the left, a western scene depicting a 
mounted Indian on a rocky promon- 
tory with wigwams on either side, 
behind which are shown trees and 
mountains. In a similar position at 
the right is portrayed a covered wag- 
on train, of the early pioneer days, 
emerging from a pass in the moun- 
tains. The figures of the two front 
horses extend partly over the edge 
of the map panel.

Tri-Motored Plane Is Forced 
Down; Another Burns; Car- 


ried Arms, Munitions. 


(By the Associated Press) 


Eleven Italians were arrested and 


a huge Italian seaplane seized today 
In French Morocco as French-So- 
cialists voiced fear of international 
repercussions from a strained 14-day 
revolt. 


The tri-motored plane, 
forced 


down on the coast, carried guns. 
Another, which crashed and burned, 
was loaded with machine guns, 
bombs, hand-grenades and boxes of 
Italian ammunition. 


A third plane, part of a reputed 


fleet of six en route to rebel head- 
quarters In Morocco, was missing in 
a fierce Mediterranean storm.

sign. 
Various and sundry reasons 
were given for his proposed action, 
but previously the chamber secre­ 
tary refused to comment. 
This morning Mr. Aumen adm it­ 
ted that he Is going to resign. 
He 
plans to have his books balanced.

$1,923,000,000 Set 


As Total of Bonus 


Treasury Says Only 216,201 of Those 


Eligible Remain To Be 


Paid. 


Washington, July 31 (AP)—Al- 


most at the end of the big financial 
operation of paying the 
bonus, 


treasury officials estimated Thurs- 
day that the final figures would 
show a total of $1,923,000,000 going 
to the veterans in either bonds or 
cash. 


Of that amount all but $119,000,- 


000 has gone out, officials reported, 
adding that of 3,518,191 veterans 
originally eligible for the bonus, on- 
ly 216,201 remained to be paid. 'All 
in all, it was stated, $1,726,432,950 
has been issued to the former sol- 
diers, supplemented by about $78,- 
000,000 in checks for odd amounts. 
The figures were as of July 25. 


A heavy lag was reported, how- 


ever, between the receipt of the 
bonds and their convetsion Into 
cash by the veterans. Bonds to a 
total of $1,018,000,000 had been re- 
deemed, leaving the veterans still 
holding approximately $700,000,000 
worth.

Duncan, 65, and Lewis, 65, had 


farmed a little patch of land at 
Grassy Meadow with J. L. Duncan, 
Bill's brother, for more than 12 
years. 


The bachelor farmers did their 


own cooking, although it usually 
was Lewis who prepared the meals. 
Locke said that Thursday 
Lewis 


came home too late to start the 
noon meal and trouble broke out. 


The trooper discovered Duncan 


was hit over the head with a block 
of stove wood. Just after the blow 
he ran into a room and picked up 
the rifle. 


Heard One Fatal Shot 


Lewis, wounded, stumbled into the 


front yard, where he died. While 
neighbors hurried to the house, they 
heard the shot which killed Duncan,. 


Locke said: 
"We discovered a note signed by 


Duncan which indicated he had in- 
tended killing himself. We are not 
certain when it was written, how- 
ever. He may have done so several 
days before the tragedy." ' 


Justice of the Peace C. E. Patter- 


son, acting coroner, said it was a 
case of murder and suicide and no 
inquest would be held. 


Tells of Wheat 


Losses Caused by 


Too Much Smut 


State College, Pa., July 31 (AP)— 


Wheat fields of the state contain 
this year the third highest percent- 
age of stinking smut known in the 
r-ast twelve years, Robert S. Kirby, 
extension plant pathologist of the 
Pennsylvania State college, report- 
eel today. 


In 84 fields of 123 examined smut 


was found. 
The average amount 


was 5.29 per cent, but the worst 
field had 79 per cent. Some of these 
felds are known to have been 
p'anted with infected seed, while 
ethers were picked at random along 
highways. 


Sixteen fields planted with seed 


tveated according to recommenda- 
tion with copper carbonate 
dust 


showed only two smutted heads in 
one field. In .six fields planted with 
treated wheat from which all smut, 
balls had not previously been re- 
moved, smut was found. 


Kirby said stinking smut reduces 


the yield of wheat and nlM the pres- 
ence of a:nut lowers the value lor 
milling 
purposes. 
Even 
small 


amounts of smut cause the wheat 
to be placed in a lower grade. 


The Perm State disease .special- 


ist recommends that all growers 
examine their wheat carefully and 
if any smut is present, get detailed 
information on how to clean and 
treat from their county agent.

2 PATHS AHEAD, 
COL, KNOX SAYS 


Chicago, July 31 (AP)—Col. Prank 


Knox, accepting Thursday night the 
republican nomination for vice- 
president of the United States, held 
up "the preservation of free enter- 
prise" as the fundamental issue of 
the 1936 campaign. 


Formally taking his post as run- 


ning-mate to the party's Presi- 
dential nominee, Gov. Alf M. Lan- 
don of Kansas, the publisher of the 
Chicago Daily News struck out at 
what he called the "hysterical ex- 
periments" of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration and declared that America 
once more had reached "a point 
where the blazes along the trail run 
out.". 


"Two ways lie ahead of us," Col- 
nel Knox told his Chicago stadium 
audience and broadcast listeners. 


"One 
lies along the apparently 


easy valleys of a regimental society, 
maintained by a paternalistic gov- 
ernment which falsely promises to 
provide its subjects with security 
,hat men were want to purchase in 
the past by their own efforts. 


"The other lies along the rugged 


heights of self-support, self-govern- 
ment and self-respect. 


"Which will we choose? 
"The answer is in your hands. I 


know what it will be. Next Novem- 
ber, you will choose the American 
way." 


That course he identified with the 


program offered by his party. 


"America is too young, too vigor- 


ous, to be deceived by the false 
promises of an easy way," he added. 


After pledging his loyalty to the 


principles of the republican party

Knox, accepting Thursday night the 
republican 
nomination 
for

president of the United States, held 
up “the preservation of free enter­ 
prise” as the fundamental issue of 
the 1936 campaign, 
Formally taking his post as run­ 
ning-male 
to 
the 
party’s 
Presi­ 
dential nominee, Gov. Alf M. Lan- 
don of Kansas, the publisher of the 
Chicago Dally News struck out at 
what he called the “hysterical ex­ 
periments” of the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration and declared that America 
once more had reached “a point 
whore the blazes along the trail run 
out.” 
“Two ways lie ahead of us,” Col­ 
onel Knox told his Chicago stadium 
audience and broadcast listeners. 
"One lies along the apparently 
easy valleys of a regimental society, 
maintained by a paternalistic gov­ 
ernment which falsely promises to 
provide its subjects with security 
that men were want to purchase in 
the past by their own efforts. 
"The other lies along the rugged 
heights of self-support, self-govern­ 
ment and self-respect. 
"Which will we choose? 
"The answer is in your I lands. 
I 
know wliat it will be 
Next Novem­ 
ber, you will choose the American 
way.” 
That course he identified with the 
program offered by his party. 
“America is too young, too vigor­ 
ous, to be deceived by tile false 
promises of an easy way,” he added. 
After pledging Ins loyalty to the 
principles of the republican party 
and the policies laid down by the I 
Cleveland convention which nomi­ 
nated him as ballot colleague fo r, 
the ’K ansas chief, Colonel Knox I 
further promised las personal ai- I 
iegiance to "that great governor of 
a prairie State, the i
